this work. This group, the third 
in recent months, will be returned 
in March. '

The appropriation, the third oihe 
for thin purpose, was tnftdfc upon 
recommendation of W. A. Huffl- 
man, county superintendent of 
charities, who stated that these 
indigents cost the welfare depart­ 
ment almost as much a month to 
maintain here as the expense ln» 
cident to returning them to Mexico. 

Supervisor Frank L. Shaw, head 
of the supervisorial committee on 
charities, stated four trains would 
lie used to take the new "group 
back to Mexico, where they will 
be accepted aV the border by thd 
Mexltan government and diatrf- 
Irated to their former home? in 
the neighboring republic.

j of the trainlonds will bo 
taken to El Paso for distribution 
by the Mexican government from 
Juarez, ncroSs the Mexican bordeu 
there, and the other two train* 
will transport the Indigents tu 
Morales, for distribution by Mexi­ 
can authorities from that point.
